1 ee nnen Jof this Nealme, As Gods eternall trueth, and onely grounde of our Saluation, as m02e 
{ patticularly is expꝛeſſed in the confeſſion of our Faith, ſtabliſhed and publictly confirmed by ſiadzte actis of Parlia⸗ 
mentis, and now of a long time hath bene opinly pꝛolelſed by the Rings Pateſtie,and whole body of this Realme, both 
in burgh and land. To the quhilk confeſſion and loꝛme of Religion,we willingly agree in our conſciencis in al poynts, 
as vnto Gods vndoubted trueth and veritie, grounded onely vpon his wzitten wozde, And therefoze we abhoꝛte 
and deteſt all contrarie religion and doctrine, but chiefly all kinde ol Pap iſtrie in generall and particuler headis, euen 
as they are nowe damned and confuted by the wozde of God and kirk of Scotlande, but inſpeciall we deteſt and 
r: fuſe the vſurped anthozitie of that Romane Antichziſt vpon the Scriptures of God. vpon the Kirk the ciuile ma?

So that we are not moued foz any woꝛldlye 
relpect, but are perſzadev onely in our conſcience,thzough the knowledge and loue of Gods trew Religion, pꝛented in 
our hearts by the holie Spirite,as we ſhall anſwer co him in the day when the ſecretes of all heartis ſhalbe diſcloſed, 
And becauſe we perceaut, that thequietnes and ſtabilitie of our Religion and Kirk doeth depend vpon the ſauetie and 
good behautour ofthe Rings Pateſtie, as vpan ane comfoztable Inſtrument of Godis meccy , graunted to this Coun: 
trep, lo the maintening ok his kirk,# miniſtration of Juſtice amongs vs. Me pꝛoteſt # pzomes with our heartis, vnder 
the ſame othe, hand wit, and panes, that we ſal defend his perſone and authozitie, with our geit, bodeis, and lyues, in the 
defence of Chꝛiſtis Euangel, Libertie o our Countrep, miniſtration of Juſtice, and puniſhment of Jniquitie againſt al 
enemies within this Realme oz without, aʒ we deſpze our God to be a ſtrong and mercifull defender to vs, in the day of 
our death, and cumming of our Lozd Jeſus Chzilt.
